Belief in 
Warming 
Is Cooling 

Poll: More Americans doubt 
world s rise in temperature 

w A S H l N G T 0 N I Americans seem to be cool- 
ing toward global warming. 

Just 57 percent think there is solid evidence 
the world is getting warmer, down 20 points 
in just three years, a new poll says. And the 
share of people who believe pollution caused 
by humans is causing temperatures to rise 
has also dipped to only 36 percent. 

In a poll of 1,500 adults by the Pew 
Research Center for the People & the Press, 
released Thursday, the number of people say- 
ing there is strong scientific evidence that the 
Earth has warmed over the past few decades 
is down from 71 percent in April of last year 
and from 77 percent in 2006. 

The steepest drop has occurred during 
the past year, as Congress and the Obama 
administration have taken steps to control 
heat-trapping emissions for the first time 
and international negotiations for a new 
treaty to slow global warming have been 
under way. At the same time, there has 
been mounting scientific evidence of cli- 
mate change — from melting ice caps to the 
world’s oceans hitting the highest monthly 
recorded temperatures this summer, (ap)

Mexican Cartel Targeted in Raids 


Federal Reserve 
Unveils Proposal 
To Police Banks 

WASHINGTON I The Federal Reserve 
would police banks’ pay policies 
to ensure they don’t encourage 
employees to take reckless gam- 
bles like those that contributed to 
the financial crisis, according to a 
proposal unveiled Thursday. 

Unlike a Treasury plan to slash 
pay at certain companies that were 
bailed out with taxpayer money, 
the Fed proposal would cover thou- 
sands of banks, including many 
that never received a bailout. 

The Fed would not actually set 
compensation. Instead, the central 
bank would review — and could 
veto — pay policies that could 
cause too much risk-taking. All 
told, nearly 6,000 banks regulated 
by the Fed would be covered. 

Fed officials wouldn’t commit 
to a final plan’s being adopted this 
year, (ap)

Suspected members 
of drug organization 
arrested nationwide 

WASHINGTON I In the largest single 
strike at Mexican drug operations 
in the U.S., federal officials on 
Thursday announced the arrests 
of more than 300 people in raids 
across the country aimed at the 
newest and most violent cartel. 

La Familia has earned a repu- 
tation for dominating the meth- 
amphetamine trade and display- 
ing graphic violence, including 
beheadings. U.S. officials said the 
cartel has a vast network pump- 
ing drugs throughout the United 
States. 

The arrests took place in 38 cit- 
ies — including Boston; Seattle; 
Tampa, Fla.; and St. Paul, Minn. 
— in 19 states. 

Attorney General Eric Holder 
pledged to keep hitting La Familia 
and the cartels responsible for a 
wave of bloodshed in Mexico. He 
said the U.S. would attack them 
at all levels, from the leadership 
to their supply chains reaching 
far into the United States. 


“To the extent that they do grow 
back, we have to work with our 
Mexican counterparts to cut off 
the heads of these snakes, to get 
at the heads of the cartels, indict 
them, try them, if they’re in Mex- 


ico, extradite them to the United 
States,” Holder said. 

On Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, more than 3,000 federal 
agents and police officers carried 
out arrests in more than a dozen 


states, as part of a long-running 
effort that has netted nearly 1,200 
arrests during almost four years. 

The suspects face a combina- 
tion of federal and state charges.

Emergency providers 
are starting to charge 
extra for hard rescues 

TOPEKA, KAN. I The memory still 
bothers Ken Keller: A panicked 
ambulance crew had a critically 
ill patient, but the man weighed 
more than 1,000 pounds and could 
not fit inside the vehicle. And the 
stretcher wasn’t sturdy enough 
to hold him. 

The crew offered an idea to 
Keller, who was then an inves- 
tigator with the Kansas Board 
of Emergency Medical Services. 
Could they use a forklift to load the 
man onto a truck? Keller agreed: 
There was no other choice. 

“I’m sure it was terribly embar- 
rassing to be in his own bed, rid- 
ing on the back of a flatbed with 
straps tying him down, going to 
the hospital, and then have a fork- 


lift at the hospital unload him,” 
Keller said. 

As the nation battles the obe- 
sity crisis, ambulance crews are 
trying to improve how they trans- 


port extremely heavy patients. Car- 
ing for such patients is expensive, 
requiring costly equipment and 
extra workers, so some ambulance 
companies have started charging

The move to modify ambu- 
lances is just the latest effort to 
accommodate plus-sized patients. 
Some hospitals already offer spe- 
cially designed beds, wheelchairs, 
walkers and even commodes. 

Transporting extremely heavy 
people costs about 2 times as 
much as normal-weight patients. It 
takes more time to move them and 
requires three to four times more 
crew members, who often must use 
expensive specialty equipment, 
said Jim Buell, a director at the 
American Ambulance Association.

WASHINGTON I NASA needs to 
make a major detour on its grand 
plans to return astronauts to the 
moon, a special independent U.S. 
panel has told the White House. 

NASA has picked the wrong 
destination with the wrong rocket, 
the panel’s chairman said Thurs- 
day. A test-flight version of the 
new rocket, Ares, is on a launch 
pad at Cape Canaveral, awaiting 
liftoff. NASA should be concen- 
trating on bigger rockets, the panel 
members said. 

Norman Augustine, chairman 
of the panel reviewing the agency’s 
plans, said it makes more sense to 
land on a nearby asteroid or one 
of the moons of Mars. The explo- 
ration plans now under fire were 
pushed by then-President Bush 
after the 2003 Columbia space 
shuttle disaster, (ap)

Militants Fire Mortars 
At Airport, Spark Battles

Chaos at London Demonstration 



Protesters break into 
BBC center at rally 
vs. far-right politician 

LONDON I Anti-fascist protesters 
broke into the BBC’s west Lon- 
don headquarters on Thursday 
ahead of a far-right party leader’s 
appearance on a leading political 
debate show. 

Hundreds of protesters gath- 
ered outside the BBC Television 
Center in a rowdy rally against 
British National Party chief Nick 
Griffin, who appeared on the 
broadcaster’s “Question Time” 
program. At one point, about 25 
people breached a police cordon 
and ran into the center’s lobby. 

BBC footage showed some 
being pulled across the floor by 
their arms and legs by security. 
The broadcaster said the protest- 
ers were “escorted promptly” from 
the building. 

“Shame on the BBC!” one 
female protester yelled as she was 
being dragged out. 

Scotland Yard said three offi- 
cers were injured in the protests, 
and six people were arrested. 

The BBC later broadcast foot- 


age of Griffin arriving in the build- 
ing and taking his place on the 
“Question Time” panel to scat- 
tered applause. Justice Secretary 
Jack Straw, a senior member of the 
governing Labour Party, was seen 
sitting across from Griffin on the 
show’s panel. The BBC said the pro- 


gram would air after editing. 

Griffin said afterward that he 
was relatively pleased with the 
program and had taken a lot of 
flack but had “been able to land 
a few punches of my own.” 

“It was hard-going,” he told The 
Associated Press by phone. “It was 


a bit like a boxing match.” 

He said he didn’t think the 
show itself would revolutionize 
his party’s fortunes but said it was 
a kind of “boy scout’s badge” for 
having secured, he claimed, the 
BNP’s place on the national stage.

Taliban Resist Pakistani Assault

Gunmen fatally shoot 
senior army officer, 
soldier in Islamabad 

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, PAKISTAN I 

Residents fleeing a six- day- old 
Pakistani army offensive in a Tali- 
ban stronghold along the Afghan 
border reported Thursday that the 
insurgents are digging in for a fight 
and travel the roads freely. 

Tired and dusty refugees arriv- 
ing in the northwestern town of 
Dera Ismail Khan from different 
parts of South Waziristan report- 
ed intense army bombing by jets 
and helicopters but said they had 
seen no ground troops. 


The accounts by a dozen refu- 
gees to Associated Press reporters 
are a sign of just how much fight- 


ing remains before the military can 
even hope to clear the area, which 
in recent years has become a major 


global hub for al- Qaeda and other 
extremist groups. 

In the last 20 days, militants 
have killed more than 170 people 
in a series of suicide bombings 
and raids on Western, civilian 
and security-force targets across 
the country. 

In the latest attack, suspected 
insurgents on a motorbike fatally 
shot a senior army officer and a sol- 
dier in a jeep Thursday in Islam- 
abad. The slain officer, Ahmed Moi- 
nuddin, was on leave from his job 
as deputy commander of the U.N. 
peacekeeping mission in Sudan. 

The attack was thought to be 
the first targeted killing of an army 
officer in the capital, (ap) 


Powerful Quake 
Hits Afghanistan 

K A B U L | A strong earthquake cen- 
tered in the towering Hindu Kush 
mountains shook a wide area of 
eastern Afghanistan and Paki- 
stan early Friday, swaying build- 
ings in the Afghan and Pakistani 
capitals. 

There were no initial reports 
of damage or casualties from 
the quake, which struck at about 
12:21 a.m. Afghan time. The tem- 
blor was centered in a remote area 
where communications are poor. 

The earthquake had a prelimi- 
nary magnitude of 6.2 and was 
centered about 167 miles north- 
east of Kabul and 140 miles west of 
Mingaora, Pakistan, according to 
the U.S. Geological Survey, (ap)

Dulles AeroTrain Launch Delayed 



The Metropolitan Washington Airports Authority planned for the AeroTrain system to 
be ready by the end of ’09. Testing delays have pushed back the launch indefinitely. 


Testing issues hold up 
system set to replace 
airport shuttle buses 

A December start date for Dulles 
International Airport’s $1.4 bil- 
lion AeroTrain service appears 
increasingly unlikely because of 
delays associated with a major 
contractor, the regional airport 
agency said. 

Tara Hamilton, a spokeswoman 
for the Metropolitan Washington 
Airports Authority, cited “testing 
delays” on the part of Sumitomo 
Corp. of America, which shares a 
contract with Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries to design, build and 
operate the train system. 

“It’s uncertain that we will 
begin to operate by the end of the 
year,” Hamilton said. “We will 
know later in the year when we can 
set a date for operations.” 

The authority has been saying 


for months that the system would 
be ready by the end of 2009. 

The AeroTrain represents 
almost half of the cost of the 
$3 billion D2 expansion of the air- 


port that the authority has under- 
taken in recent years. Capital proj- 
ects also include a fourth runway, 
parking garages, 15 new gates, 
concourse and terminal expan- 


sions, and a control tower. 

The AeroTrain is separate from 
the $5 billion construction project 
to bring Metrorail service to Dull- 
es. The new Metro route has been 
dubbed the Silver Line. 

The AeroTrain will replace the 
airport’s 1960s-era “mobile loung- 
es” that transport passengers to 
gates. The lounges are essentially 
giant shuttle buses that cross the 
tarmac and must yield to taxi- 
ing aircraft and other obstacles. 
Airport officials say the train, 
which will run underground on 
3.78 miles of track, will signifi- 
cantly speed the trip from termi- 
nal to gate. 

Hamilton said Mitsubishi, 
which makes the rail cars, deliv- 
ered them on time this summer. 
However, Sumitomo’s task of test- 
ing and verifying that the system 
works properly is taking longer 
than anticipated, sholnn freeman

3 Almost as shocking as 

Zorn’s hiring was his initial 
success. After eight games 
in 2008, the Redskins 
were 6-2. In hindsight, 
it’s clear the coach caught the league 
by surprise and has failed to adjust 
since. Ultimately, the first half of last 
year masked many of the team’s prob- 
lems, even though the season crum- 
bled to an 8-8 finish. Management felt 
that given Washington’s .500 record, 
only a few moves — such as the Albert 
Haynesworth signing — were needed 
to put the team over the top. The notion 
seems almost laughable now in a season 
in which the Redskins are 2-4 after play- 
ing six-straight winless teams to start 
the year. 


EXCESSIVE CELEBRATION 

4 The recession struck even the Redskins, 
who were forced to lay off at least 20 
employees in the off-season. Yet Snyder 
still overspent like a champion dur- 
ing free agency. Few would argue that 
Haynesworth was not an upgrade to the defensive 
line, just as bringing back Derrick Dockery benefited 
the offensive line. But the cost to sign the linemen and 
retain DeAngelo Hall was nearly $200 million, which 
will probably be prohibitive if the roster gets a needed 
overhaul. Prudence has never been Snyder’s strong suit. 


DELAY OF GAME 

Washington’s talent level may be suspect, but this year’s rapid 
descent can at least be partially blamed on 
the dark cloud over Zorn. Pundits, fans and 
players alike figure the coach will be fired. 

Snyder and CERRATO are letting him twist in 
the wind first, though. Adding Sherman Lewis as a con- 
sultant was the first step. Then Cerrato “strongly sug- 
gested” — Zorn’s words — that Lewis take over the play- 
calling duties. All that seems left is for the final ax to fall. If it doesn’t hap- 
pen during the bye week after Monday’s game against the Eagles, Zorn will 
almost surely make it through the season. For now, there’s just uncertainty.

For the Maryland Terrapins, not 


coincidentally, that’s when things 
started going downhill. After three 
consecutive 10 -win seasons from 
2001 to 2003, the Terrapins have 
not reached that mark since, in part 
due to the more difficult schedule 


that for the last four seasons has 
lacked a single meeting with peren- 
nial ACC punching bag Duke. 

That changes on Saturday.

Vampire Overkill 



A fang-filled flick 
trades on the genre 
but misses the mark 

FILM I They’re everywhere: vam- 
pires. In movies such as “Twi- 
light” and TV series such as “True 
Blood.” And in young adult books. 
“Cirque du Freak: The Vampire’s 
Assistant” is culled from Darren 
Shan’s four — count ’em, four — 
trilogies about a 16-year-old boy 
(Darren) who becomes the involun- 
tary assistant of a vampire known 
as Larten Crepsley. 

And you, like the rest of the 
consumer lambs, are drawn to it 
all and might again be drawn to 
“Cirque,” a movie that pulls two 
teenage boys deep into a world of 
vampires, killer spiders, bearded 
ladies and weird little guys in dark 
shawls who look like young cous- 
ins of Gollum/Smeagol from “The 
Lord of the Rings.” 

Salma Hayek plays the bearded 
lady, part of the circus show that 
gets the story rolling. When tick- 


ets to Cirque du Freak fall into the 
hands of 16-year-old best pals Dar- 
ren (Chris Massoglia) and Steve 
(Josh Hutcherson), they decide 
to check it out. After watching a 
big-top parade of snake people and 
monkey-tailed girls, they become 
fascinated with Crepsley (John C. 
Reilly), a performer who puts on a 
great show with his oversize, poi- 
sonous spider, Madame Octa. 

“Cirque du Freak” has its 
moments of fun, many of them 


having to do with Reilly’s dead- 
pan comic style. But the movie 
lacks the original edge of its better 
predecessors. If serious, hard-core 
vampire movies for adults are the 
equivalent of spicy Bloody Marys, 
think of “Cirque du Freak: The 
Vampire’s Assistant” as a watered- 
down Shirley Temple. Glug it down 
and, after the sugar rush, little 
sense of fulfillment filters through 
your system, desson Thomson

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that any film that crams so many jokes into 
its brief running time risks making audi- 
ences feel as overstuffed as if they’d just 
eaten a school-size pancake. That’s why 
it’s a lucky thing that so many of the jokes 
are great! Writer-directors Phil Lord and 
Chris Miller populate the island of Swallow 
Falls with wacky characters and let them 
loose in inventive ways. Take would-be 
scientist Flint Lockwood (voice of Bill 
Hader). Flint’s latest invention makes it 
rain cheeseburgers. And bacon. And ice 
cream. But when Flint’s device goes hay- 
wire and Swallow Falls is menaced by a per- 
fect storm of enormous food, it’s up to the 
colorful characters to save the day. (dk) 
COCO BEFORE CHANEL (PG-13, NO min- 
utes) As the film opens, two young girls 
are being deposited by their father at an 
orphanage in France in the late 19th centu- 
ry. They are Gabrielle and Adrienne Chanel, 
who, as grown women, take up singing 
in cafes and pursuing wealthy men as a 
means of getting on in the world. The pros- 
pect-free Gabrielle (Audrey Tautou) pres- 
ents herself at the door of Etienne Balsan 
(BenoTt Poelvoorde), a wealthy racehorse 
owner. Living as a kept woman, Gabrielle 

— nicknamed Coco for her trademark song 

— alternately indulges and chafes at a life- 
style that entails being constantly available 
sexually yet kept out of sight when soci- 
ety comes calling. Tautou’s performance 
is somber and un-showy; indeed she rare- 
ly smiles, at least before Balsan’s friend 
Arthur “Boy” Capel (Alessandro Nivola), 
and Coco embarks on the relationship that 
would launch her into new territory, per- 
sonally and professionally, (ah) 
COUPLES RETREAT (PG-13, 90 minutes) 
The characters here live in a world of mari- 
tal cliches. They’re all worried about keep- 
ing the spark alive after years of together- 
ness. So, they escape to Eden Resort, an 
all-inclusive tropical getaway designed to 
revitalize rundown marriages. As the tur- 
quoise water laps in the background, they 
do couples therapy and couples yoga. The 
latter allows a beefy instructor to put the 
wives in compromising positions, thereby 
challenging the husbands’ masculinity. This 
scene goes for safe, easy, sexist laughs. 
As does the rest of the movie, (dz) 

GOOD HAIR (PG-13, 95 minutes) “Daddy, 
how come I don’t have good hair?” It might 
be the most loaded and universal question 
within the black community. And it’s the 
question — asked by histhen-5-year-old 
daughter — that propels comedian Chris 
Rock throughout a hilariously funny docu- 
mentary. Rock did not have an answer for 


his daughter, so he embarked on a madcap 
tour through beauty and barber shops, the 
Bronner Bros. Hair Show and finally India, 
where the most coveted source material 
for hair extensions is grown. Along the 
way, he interviews celebrities in search of 
that perennially vexing question: What is 
it about black people’s hair that freaks out 
white people so much? The film is such a 
rollicking, thoroughly entertaining ride 


that it’s easy to take for granted just how 
easy Rock makes it look, (ah) 

THE INFORMANT! (R, 108 minutes) 
Steven Soderbergh delivers a cool, slyly 
funny psychological caper in which the 
true-life tale of a corporate whistleblow- 
er is extruded through Soderbergh’s dry 
sense of satire and nostalgia for 1970s 
cinema style into a nifty, if a bit blood- 
less, bagatelle. A virtually unrecogniz- 


able Matt Damon plays Mark Whitacre, 
who in the 1990s exposed price fixing at 
Archer Daniels Midland, where he worked 
as a high-level executive. Doing his best 
Philip Seymour Hoffman impersonation, 
the porn-mustached and well-padded 
Damon keeps up a chirpy interior mono- 
logue throughout, digressing into wool- 
ly meditations that ping manically from 
corn to Japanese sex fetishes. It all clicks 


along with satisfying wit and weirdness, 
and through it all Soderbergh retains his 
characteristic reserve and distance from 
the action at hand, (ah) 

THE INVENTION OF LYING (PG-13, 100 
minutes) In this subversively amusing 
religious satire, Ricky Gervais plays Mark 
Bellison, who lives in a town where no one 
has ever lied.

His wife, 
Judith (Sari Lennick), wants a divorce 
so she can marry her lover, Sy Ableman 
(Fred Melamed). Larry’s brother Arthur 
(Richard Kind), who has been sleeping 
on the Gopniks’ couch, shows no signs 
of leaving the house. The Gopnik children, 
Danny and Sarah, fight continually. And 
Larry entertains ethical dilemmas that 
define daily life, from whether to wait for 
Arthur before starting dinner to dealing 
with a disgruntled student who wants to 
bribe Larry for a better grade, (ah) 
WHERE THE WILD THINGS ARE (PG, 101 
minutes) Director Spike Jonze’s movie is 
one that manages to create its own reality 
and meaning, even while it brings Maurice 
Sendak’s visual world to life with startling 
accuracy. Jonze, who wrote the screenplay 
with novelist Dave Eggers, makes a num- 
ber of radical departures from Sendak’s 
book. He populates Max’s world with an 
indifferent older sister and a single moth- 
er (Catherine Keener), whose date ignites 
the tantrum. Max (Max Records) runs out 
of the house, giving his escape a much 
more dangerous psychological edge. 
Jonze faithfully re-creates the book’s 
atmosphere, though he and Eggers have 
given the monsters names and distinct 
personalities. Max develops a friendship 
with one of them, Carol (James Gandolfini), 
whose explosive anger Max instinctive- 
ly recognizes. Jonze has achieved with 
the cinematic medium what Sendak did 
with words and pictures: He has grasped 
something true and terrifying about what

Barrymore’s directorial debut is one of 
those movies that looks on paper like a 
no-can-lose proposition.
